The clover or alfalfa plant, as the case may be, provides 
a home for these millions of little bacteria while the little workers 
make themselves busy providing plant-food for the host plant to 
which they are attached. The entire activity of these myriads of 
bacteria is devoted to extracting inactive nitrogen from the air and 
converting it into soluble nitrates which in part are utilized as plant- 
food by the host plant, and the remainder is stored on the root-system 
to assimilate eventually into the soil where it provides fertility for 
succeeding crops. Proper seed-inoculation starts this happy partner¬ 
ship to work for the grower. 

Nitrinoc insures a better crop. Seed-inoculation with Nitrinoc 
develops nitrogen-gathering bacteria on the roots of the young 
legume seedlings.

Have the seeds dropped 10 to 12 inches apart in the drills. To grow the crop to maturity it is generally best to 
plant in check-rows 36 to 40 inches apart, dropping 4 to 5 kernels per hill, which requires 1 peck per acre. If planted 
with a hoe or hand-planter, be sure to step on the hill after the seeds are covered, then draw a little loose earth 
over the foot-print.
